ſo Noble by his Birth, neuer ſo happy in his Con- 


queſts,neuer ſo mach beloued for particular Vertues; 


yer by a Jury of two and fittieof his Peeres, he was 


condemned of Ambition z euery one gaue him a 


 woufid, and cuery wound ſealed vpon his body the 


ſentence of guiltic, ſo that howſoeuer he fell after an 
vniuft tnanner; yet he iuſtly fell,for the ation was vn- 
iuft to which he aſpired : neither at this day is there 
left any of his bloud, no, not any-fmall ( prig or ſpray 
of his moſt cxtrauagant Braunches: the Houſe of A4u- 
firi«,though they borrow his name for glory fake, yer 
they cannot begge his pedigree for truth ſake ; they 


haue much of Ce/ars Maicftic, but not all Caſars ver-_ 


tue : VVhereas our Yere, was with Ceſar as noble, as 
good, as aunclent as he was, and is withvs as great,

uing the memory thereof on their Monuments, and 
in the peoples hearts ; and the Imitation to all the 
Princes of the VVorld, that either would be accoun- 
ted good men or would hauc good men to ſpeake 
good things of their ations, 
TheStoricof Witnefle to this (amongſt the infinite Stories of. 
 TemEnleof this noble Houſe) the mcir.orable Actions of that 
Oxford the 15, x, . _ ; T3 | 
Eade high and Illuftrious Prince, that neucr enough to be 
praiſed great one, Joh Earle of Oxferd, who in the 
daies of Henry the fixt, tooke that deuourt and Relig: 
ous King his Soueraigne, and the ſonneof Hemry the 
fife (his fathers Soucraigne) into his armes, and pro- 
rected him againſt the many fearefull and terrible af- 
faults of the great Houſe of Yorke, ſtaid him when he 
was falling, raiſed him vp when he was fallen, retei- 
| ned him, and putnew oyle to his Jampe when all the 
: firſt glory was waſted, and till the power of all pow- 


ers would giue him leaye to proceede no further, he 
| held 
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held vp the poore weake royall barke (contrary to all

into contempt the Clergie,and leaues no moiſture to

qualled his preat deeds, fo fewe of none ariued ar his 

” at! reward, for bis life was happy and crownd with 
the blc ſſings which Greatnefle could deſire; as 
1: love and favour of a wife King, the reſpect of a 
Ke 6 Nobilitic, and the admiration of a ſtrong 
and potent people, So alſo was his death happy, for 
he dyed ere any of theſe bleflings could wr her, and fo 
carryed themall ro the graue greene\and flouriſhing.

ferre vou' : only : as Geographers doe demonſtrate 
out infinite Riners by ſmall lines, and huge Cities by 
little prickes ; fo I will by a thor relation of one of 
1115 {malcſt actions diſcouer the vabounded greatnes 
of 11is minde, and the rare temper of his condition. 
Being in Fraxce vpon ſerious negotiations for the 
King his Maſter ; this Earle of Cxf-rd was entertai-

old Annals. 

Deſcend but to the noble Father of this princely 
Oxford now liuing,and you ſhall finde, that although 
the bleſſed armes of Peace, in the bleſſed daies of the 
euer bleſſed E/rzabeth, did fo toulde and imbrace our 
Kingdome abour, that euery valiant arme tor want of

houſc he kept to feede all people ; were his prefident 
now to be followed by all of his ranke, the Pope 
might hang himfelte for an Engliſh Papiſt ; diſcon- 
tentment would not feede our enemies Armies, nor 
would there be either a Gentleman or Scholler to 
make a Maſſe-Prieſt or a Ieſuite.z that he was vpright 


- and honeſt in all his dealings the few debts he left be- 


hinde him to clog his ſurujuours, were ſafe pledges; 
and that hee was holy and Religious the Chapels 


and Churches he did frequent, and from whence no 


occafion 
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accafion could draw him ; the almes he gaue (which 
at this day would not only feede the poore, but the 
great mans family alſo) and the bountie which Relt- 

gionand Learning daily tooke from him, are Trum- 
pets fo loude,thar all eares know them z fo that I con- 
clude, and fay of him.as the euer memorable Queene 


Elizabeth (aid of Sir Charles Blount, Lord Aonttey, 


and after Earic 0f Dewoxſhire, that he was Honeſtas. 
Pietas, & MAcnanimus. 
What ſhall I ſpeake of the two famous wonders 
of our Land, the cuer niemorable Sir Frances Fere de- 
- ceaſed; and Sir Horace Vere now liuing,his noble bro. 
ther : to ſpeake of one action, were to draw thou- 
ſands into my remembrance ; or toname one place, 
wereto lay the Map of almoſt all Europe before me : 
and therefore I will referre you to the Chronicles of 
Spaine and Portagale, whereas long as there ſtands a 
Cales, or abides an land of the Azores,you ſhall ſee a 
Yere in a Souldiers Triumph. Looke in many of 
the viewes of France, and there you thall finde Yere 
armed : fee the Stories of the difſentions in Ger- 
manic, and there you ſhall finde Yere ſtrugling 
with Honour ; nay, looke in all that hath becne 
written it! the Neaihberlaxds, Within the compaſle of 
the longeſt memory now liuing, and belicue it in eue- 
ry page,in cuery action, Yere cannot be omitted ; 0n- 
ly in that Storie there is one pretty ſecret or myſteric 
which I cannot let paſſe vntouched, becauſe it brings 
many difticulties or doubts into the minde of an ig- 
norant Reader; and that is, the miſtaking of names, 
tor the Authour of that Vorke bindes himſfelfe 
too ſtrictly ro the Scripture plirzſe , which is to

but only to ſhew that the leaſt ſpark of Vertue which 
is, cannotchuſe but repine when it finds a great Ver- 
tue iniur'd by a pen whoſe blaunching might make 
the whole World forgetfull, 

Laftly, thou ſhaltnot necde to reade, but with thy 
finger pointat the life of the now Earle of Oxford, of 
whom bur to ſpeake reaſonable truthes (ſuch is the 
poiſon of Enuy,) eucry good word would be ac- 
counted flattery, and to ſpeake any thing contrary to 
goodueſſe, Truth her ſelfe would fwear it were meere 
Falſhood ; Therefore I will forbeace his Chronicle, 
and only ſay thus, that his Cradle did point him our 
a Souldier ; forhe broughr'that ſpirit with him into.

ued by the beſt Gentlemen of thoſe Countries wher- 
in Mind: his muſter role neuerconſiſted of iourc 
Lackeys and a Coachmay, but of a whole troupe of at 
leaſt an hundred well mounted Gentleinen and Yeo-

ſpeake of all his Noble ations ; for great Volumes 
are to little to containe them:) Burlike an Index or 
Table vnto greatneſſe, point out where thoſe glories 
may be better diſcerned : Let it ſutfice me' to ſay hee 
was a man compounded of the foure Vertues, as of 
toure Elements, Howonr, Yalour, Bowntie, and Hum! 
re; forthe firſt he had it from his Birth, and made an 
augmentation of it in his life, for from Yicount he be- 
came an Eerle ; the ſecond could neuerbe ſeperated 
from his Bloud, and he expreſt ic in his profeſſion, for 


he was a Souldier ; thethird was the foundation of 


his diſpoſition, for he could not indure toſee merit 
weeping; and the fourth was the Iſſue of al the others 
g00dnefles; forhe could never indure to imagine his 
owne ſhadow a haires breadth greater then thoſe that 
did walke hand in hand with him. This Earle was by 
Queene Ehzabeth, oof famous memorie, made Lord 
Marſhill of Jreland; It was he thar brought the great 
O-neale into ſubietio_ made the firſt euil D-ſmund put 
on the yoake of true, obedience, and reduced that 
barbarous Nation to their firſt rules of noble ciuility: 
which when he had performed to the admiration of 
all men; he then returned co Dublin, and there dyed, 
and was buried at Caermarden in Wales (where hee 


was borne) and there his mzmorie will liue for cuer, 


After him ſucceeded in his dignitie his deare ſonne 
Robert (furnamed the Great) Earle of E/ex, a man of 
whom it behoucth cuery man to be carcfull how to 
write, becauſe his excellent parts were ſo great, and 
the enuy which atcends ſuch excellency is ſo bound- 


 lefſe; that grow the Ruſh neuer ſo ſmoorhe, yer there 


will be a knot, and let the ſpeech be neuer ſo modeſt,

This Earle was by his father.left young vnto the 
World ; and thercfore by his mother trained vp to 
the knowledge both of Armesand Letters, and that 
with ſuch a carefull (yet Noble) ſeueritie, that the V- 
niuerfity wherein he liued will and muſt confeſle,thar 
not the poreſt Pentioner or Houſe-ſcholler whatſoe- 
uer kept his aGts or diſputations more duly,freely,and 
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education. 


out of his owne knowledge and readings then this 
Earle did, norhad the Vniuerfitic (at that time) any | 


wit more pretious then other (being of his time) to 
which he was not an oponent, ſo excellent ripe was 
his Vnderſtanding,&1o delicate his deliuery of thoſe 
things which kee vnderftood : As ſoone as he left the 


Vaiuerfitie, he was call'd for to the Court, where his 


Soueraigne (the wiſeft of all Soueraignes) threw vp- 
on him all poſſible Fauours ; and although for his 


youth and beauty he might, like Pirocles, haue pou 


Baſilins doat on his ſweetneſle, yet ſuch was his caty- 
age, that he was able to hauc given Ornament to any 
Counſell Chamber. 7 

In this frſt flouriſhing time of his youth, Spaine 
ryranizing too hardly vpon our beft Neighbours the 
Neatheylands, the euer memorable and renouned 
Queene Elizabeth, takes them to her proteCtion, and 
with a Royall Army, vnder the condudt of Roberr 
Earle of Zeicefter prevents thoſe Tempeſts which elſe 
might fall vpon them ; In this Armie, Robert Earle of

which charge hebore himſelfe ſonobly,and with ſuch 


Braueric of ſpirit, that whilſt 4r2am, or the Scoxces, 
Duesbarie , Zutfen , Denentrie , Blaykenburie , and a 
world of other places(taken from the enemie) ſtand, 
the renowne of this Noble man can neither periſh nor 


be forgotten. | 


He is no ſooner enfranchiſed from this ſeruice,but 
the poore King of Portuzale, Don Antonio (held vio- 
lently out of his right by the King of Spaine a..cr the 
death of Sebaffian) comes into England , tals at the 
feet of the great Queene Elizabeth ; thewes his Injury, 
and pleads to hermercy, for Succour : Shee who 


was altogether a plentifull Fountaine of pattic; after 


cautious and aſſurances giucn of the reuolr of the Poy-. 
tu24ls, if an Army ſhould be brought to relicue him, 
preſently vouchafes him aide, and ſends away a Roy- 
all Arty, vnder the conduct of the ſecond Hauwibal 
of the World, Sir John Norrs Knight, and that 


much Sea-loued Gentleman, Sir Franmcs Drake, 


In this expeJition, Eſſex delires to bee imployed; 
but his Soueraigne, who held him cithier roo pres 
tious, or the action too low ; or elle had imploy- 
ments for him of greater and ngher nature, re- 
fiferh to admit him ; which h-e perceiuing, and 
betng all then on fire, and ſuch a fireas no imploy- 
ment of Peace was able to quench, ſecretly and 
vnknowne to any creature, but his deareſt obſer- 
ter Sir Roger Williams, hee ſtole from the Court 
{and the Ships beeing ready to dif-imboage), put 
himſelfe aboard, and fo went the whole voy- 
age, what there hee did the very Gates of Zysboxe

of his ruines,and had the Citizens beene halfe as faith- 
full as he was Valiant, Dow Antonio and his ſeeds had 
in probabllirie worne oh Crowne till this houre. The 
Groine will ſpeake of him, for ſhe felc him ; nay, £c- 
nerally all Pertugale did admire him, and to tie 
whole Kingdome and people of Spare MS name was 
dreadfull, 

Some few yeares after this whey: wk ended. 1 
pleaſed God by the hand ofa paricide Villane (a Þ.- 
piſh Fryar, one that the Deuill and the lefuites had 
beene long in breeding) to ſuffer the life of Henry tlie 
third of Franceto be taken away, whoſe next Succeti- 
ſour was Hepry the fourth (ſirnamed the Great) ot 
che Houſe of Burbone, and then King of Nawzrre ; 
bur vp ſtarts the Deui!s miniſters, by the name of 
Leaguers, Or te League, and they with-ſtood that 

inumcible Prince, fo powerfully (though treacherou- 

ly) that the diſtreſſed King 1s compelled to com- 
platne to the great Miftrefſe of 'comftort, the re- 
nowned Elzabeth : Shee preſently vouchlafes him 
aiJe, and vnder the conduct of this moſt excellent 
_ Far'e, Robert Earle of Eſſex (whom ſhe made her Ge- 
ner il]) the ſent into Fraxce (number for numbe:) the 
g0o4dlictt, the richeſt, and the moſt glorious Army 
that cuer the Sunne thined 01, O ! yer me thinkes I 
{ce the enter-view, or firft meeting berweene the King 
and this Earle here the Flowers of England and the 
Flowers of Fraxre mixing together, gold ſo refleted 
vpon gold, that the Ayre and the Earth ſeemed all to 
be one flame, and the Sunne bluſhing, ſhrunke to ee 
his glory ecclipſed. 

The Earle had not beenc my dates in France, 
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Elnour im his perfeflion. 
but he reduced to the Kings obedience all the Coun- 
try of Normanaie, the Citic of Rean only excepted, 
againſt which the Earle laid a ſtrong fiege,8 brought 
it to that low ebbe of ſafertie, thar hee cffered to giue 
ic the King when he pleaſed ; for he had made brea- 
ches ſo large, and paſſages ſo caſte, that there was no 
cirhcultic in the conquelt ; but the King ſaid, He def- 
red to winne France, not toconguer France ; ſothatthe 
worke by lufferance grew longer, yet in the ende hee 
made it become proſtrate to the Kings obedience. 
Vhat ſhall I fay to the adions of this great Earle ? 
but only thus, that Fortune (in theſe daics) was fo far 
from difpleaſing him, that ſhee ſeemed to labour for 
nothing ſo much as for his exaltation, _ 
Afrer he had finiſhed his great worke in Fraxce,and 
was returned home with the admiration and applauſe 
of both Kingdomes, and had receiued from his great 
Miftreſſe a condigne reward (for the Queene made 
him the Maſter of the Ordnance.) Afrer ſome few 
yeares ſpent in Peace, occaſion being offered, by the 
i9iuries of the King of Spaiye (then | uing) who like 
a Lyon lay euer {leeping with his eyes open, to catch 
all aduantages which might any waies moleſt vs: The 
Queene witha Royall Armie, vnder the conduct of 
this thrice Noble Earle, fent him into the very heart 
and bowels of Speine,I mean to the roft feeling mem- 
bers, and fruitulleſt parts of all thar Kingdome ; here 
in this Tourney, he tooke the Towne of Ca/es, ſacked 
it and burnt it ; and brought away not onely all the 


wealth of the place, but of all the Country round a- 


bout it. After his departure thence, hee came into 
Poriugale, and there tooke the Towne of Phayo, and 
ſackt 


Honour m his perfeftion. 
fackt it, & had his Commiſſion giuen his great heart 
libertic, thinke his Lordſhip found eaſinefſe enough 
to haue ſackt alſo both Si#i/and Lishowe ; but laden 
with theſe ſpoiles, he returned home, and brovght i i1- 
to England an infinite maſſe of wealth, 
 Thenextyeare following this expedition hee (by 
the Queenes appointment raiſed vp an other Army, 
and went with it to the Ilands of the Azor: s, bon: 


ging to the King of Sparne, being nineinnumber, t->. 


wit, Satnt Mrehaets, Saint Maries, Tgreera, Gratio/a, 7 
Fiall. Pike, Saint Georges, Flores, and Corws, and moſt 
of theſe well fortifizd , ſtcongly guarded, and of great 
conſequence : for they are the very S ore-houſes or 

2arners Which giue reliefe to all the King of Spares 


(ſhipping, 2.in their returnefrom the Welt Indies : All 


theſe Ilands this Noble Exrle cooke, ſome hze ſacke, 
& ſome he ranſoned, & the entier wealth he brought 
Tome tato Eng land;for which brane exploit and ma- 
ny o:hers,the Queene created him Erle Marſhill of 

England. 

Afterhe had repoſed himlelfe a litclear homs for I 
cannot call it reſt) the Iriſh Rebels,vnder che Generall 
conduct of the Earle of Tirow, bur eſpecially in Y/- 
fter : vnder the conduct of the baſtard ſonne of Deſ- 
maunt ,Oni-mac, Sari ; and others in Aunſter : vnder 
the conduct of File-maceſufe, and Redmeale his bro- 
in -Lemfler; and vnder the conduct of Captaine Ter- 
rol in both Eeft-meathe and weſt-meathe, had fer all tre- 
iayd on fire by their treacherous and baſe combuſtt- 
ons : To ſuppreſſe this,the Noble Eſſex is called for, 
and made Lieutenant of Ireland, aRoyall Armie is 


raiſed, and with it ee came into that much ruined 
King- 
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Kingdome, where berwixt May day and Michaelmas 
he brought Atunfter into obedicnce; diavic all the Re- 
bels out of Lexſter, made Eaff-meathe and weſtrmeatize 
as peaccable as any part of England ; ferled in quiet- 
neſſe the greaicit part of Conegh, euentfrom AtHon? 
to the foot of the vnfortunare Curlewes.z and browyht 
the Earle of Trop himfelfe to a fearciull Capitulatt- 
on ; Bur then other Planets riſt:g, and this Noble 
Earles fortunes bccing to be goucrned by new con- 
ſtellations ; hc y5 compelled to returne for England. 
2nd ſo ſhooke hands with the warres for cuer. 

After him ſucceeded in his dignitie. his ſonne Ro- 
bert Earle of Eſſex,now liuing,whom he left vnto the 
world young'and tender, yera Souldicr from his 
cradic;for hi> whole delight was in Martial Exerciſes, 
& of this I dare iudge,becauſc I profeſſe it, that when 
he was a very child, both in yearcs and ſtrength, few 
horſemen in che Kingdome (ihe Gentleman that 
tatight him excepted) did ride better, valianter, or 
with more diicretion and iwdgement ; In the Vniuer- 
ſficic he ſpent his firſt time, wi ere he got both admira- 
tion, louc,and Learning; and indced being theſonne 
of that Father, the very naming of his Name, was c- 
nough to raiſe an army to gaze vpon him, & cry our, 
That Heauen would protect him: From the Vniuerf 
tie,he berook himſelt ro trauel],wherin he ſpent many 
yeares for the bettering of his knowledge, and ſome 
1 beholding the warres in the Neatherlends, being an 


obiect to which his heart was fixed ; as ſoone as oc- 


caſjon was offercd he entred himſelfe into the lyſt of 
Souldiers like a Soulder, humbling himſelfe to the 
loweſt degree (conſidering his greatneſſe) that there- 
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Honour in his perfeFFion; _ 
by he might make his Scale more noble and perfir, In 
the Pelatinate he did both Summer and Winter, held 
out all extremicies, and in deſpite of Famine; Sword, 
and Sickneſſe returned home with Howoar. | 
Now laft of all (new matter being offered) he hath 
ut himſelte on this preſent aCtion ; Proceede ft it 
braue Earle, and proſper; thou that art the Image of 
thy Fathers body, be the imitatour of his ations.and 
I doubt not but Heauen will powre vpon thee a ten 
times treble meaſure of his. bleft and Glorious Re- 
wards : goon ſaycouragioufly,and be the Heart of 
this warlike preparation ; the large heart, the vnyccl- 
ding hearc, that thou maift inflame & burne all chings 


| before thee, till the Enemie be glad that thy Mafters 


Children will recciue their Inhericance, for ſo my 


hopes Propheſie, and ſo I hope God himſelfe hath 


ſpoken.

ue, of high thoughts, deepe wiſdome, and diſcreete 
 Caryage; hee commanded (whileft he liued) in all the 


Kings VVarres; went on euer with renowne,and came 
off cucr with glory ; inſomuch, that Mezry the eight

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(that potent King) held him as one of thericheft Tu- 
els which adorne his Kingdome, and thought no fa- 


- nourtoo deare or pretious for ſuch grcat deferuings,

but the beſt things on earth are cuer ſubie& to Mor. 
calitie ; for it pleaſed God, when this braue Lord 


was in his greateſt proſpericie of Fortune, and the 
higheſt fauour with his Soucraigne, to take him to 
his mercy; and he died without any Iſſue male of his 
body, and only lefc behind him a Daughter and heire 
called Katherine, which was maryed to that great he- 
royicall Lord Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolke, fo 
that the King ſceing the name of willeughby, which 
he loucd ſo dearely,and had fo dearely deferued ar his 
Royall hands, likely ro be loſt in thts ſweete Lady, be- 
gan to take it to 11S conſtderation , and ro make as it 
were a monument to preſerue this great Name,and to 
giuc it ſtilla quickning life in ſis remembrance z hee 
called for a well-loued Kinſman of this Lord wil- 
Jowghbies, and created him (in memorie of the other) 
f,ordwillogghby of Param:But ſce the cfic& & working 
ot Providence after the death of the Dake of S»ffolke, 
this Lady Katherine his Ducheſſe maryed with Ber- 
'ue, by whom thee had a ſonne (borne beyond the 
Seas) which ſhe cailed Peregrine, and was in her right 
Lord willoyghby of Erexby. To tell the Storic of this 


grear Ducheſſelite, how worthily, Religiouſly, and 
bounttfuily thee liued here in England ; how ma- 


litiouſly, cruelly, and treacheroufly thee. was hunted, 
and purſued for her life, ouer all Chriſtendome, by 
an whole Kennell of the Popes worſt deuouring 


_ Yoolues:to tell the dangers ſhee eſcap:d, the map- 


nanimitec 
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nanimitie ſhee vſed , the extremities ſhee was put 
to; to tell the ſnares that were laid to intrap her ;z and 


the pretty ſleights,her ſweetneſle vied to eſcape them; 


to ſee how bulte the Deuill was to vndermine her,and 
how ſtrong God was to protect her, would raife vp 
amazement, euen in ſtones, and make the Earth cry 
out, O Dea certe, 

Afrer her ſucceeded Peregrine , Lord Willoughby, 
the myrror and myrackle of his time, This man muſt 
needes bee a Souldier ; for hee was borne in the 
Warres, nurſt in the Warres , brought vp in the 
Warres ;j his whole life nothing buta Storie of the 
Wars, and the laſt a&t of his life was playd in a Town 
of Gariſfon : Of this mans ations, all the Nearher- 
lanas can report (and eſpecially Bergenupzone) tor in 
them, where was any fury of Warre, out of which 
hee brought not Triumph ; and the Duke of Pay- 
rm himſclfe, whereſoeuer his Chronickle is read of 
the Neatherlauds, muſt bee contented ( if Truth bee 
witneſſe) ro haue this Lord willouzhby triumphant 
againſt him, France,. thou muſt likewiſe bee 
a Trumper of this Noblemans Glory ; and Pa- 
ys thou muſt bee an cuidence too ftrong to 
bee refelled, thou knoweſt hee blew vp thy 
Ports, and battered downe thy Walls, and had 
not the Kings mercy throwne cold water on his 
anger, tis well knowne hee had wrapt thee vp 
in a bloudy mantell ; for exceeding great were 
his deſignes, and very good both his ſucceſle and 
Fortune ; fo that lawfully (without arrogance) he 
might haue aſſumed Cefars iv{cription, which was 
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Yeni, vidi, vics, for althings proud cafic to his vnder- 


takings. 
Laſtly, when hee had performed all his great Mi- 

firefles commandements, and brought peace to her 

Neighbours,he then returned into England, where in 


recompence of his grear ſeruices, ſhe made him Go- 


uernour of her warlike Towne of Berwiekeand in that 


Goucrnment, with peace of contience, and the loue 
of all forts of People : he died, and was exceedingly 
lamented. 

Afﬀeer him ſucceeded in his dignitic, Rebert Lord 
willewghvy his fonne, now liuing, who hitherto hath 


followed his Fathesr ſtep for ſtep to Howor;puton his. 


Armour almoſt as ſoone, and had imployments been 


as frequent and abundant as in the daies of his Fa- | 
ther, doubtleſſe he had ariued ara great part of his - 
glorics : notwithflanding, he did neither negle&t, nor 


looſe time,but rooke hold vpon all occaſions; neither 
did Peace or Eaſe caſt any ſuch miſt about him , but 
that our Royall King James his great Miſter, found 
him worthy of imployment 4 fo that when his deare 


Brother, the King of Dexmarke ſtood opprefled with 


Inturious Neighbours,it pleaſed him (tor his Vertues 
ſake) to elect this Noble man, and made him Gene- 
rall of an Army which he ſenc to his ſuccour : There 
this Lord actedall the parts of a moſt glorious Soul- 
dier;for he gaue tothe King of Demmarke all ſatisfaCti- 
on, made the enemie feelc his courage,and his friends 
taſte his loue; he cloathed eyery great deſert with Ho- 
aonr, and euery lefle wich his Bointy, fo that after 
his worke finiſhed he returned home with praiſe, and 
found fauour in the eics both of his great Maſter, and 


Royall Miſtreſle, After 
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Aﬀeer this expedirion,the peacefulneſſe of the times 


kept both his body and minde a priſoner, till now at 
laſt, our Neighbours harmes teaching vs how to hut- 
band fafetie, hath giuen libertie ro this new Armiezin 
which this Lord is a principall Commander : Goe 
on then braue Lord 1n this braue defigne,and make c- 
uery obftacle the Enemic would finde to deterre or 
hinder thee,a new ſpurre to quicken thy reſo!lution,& 
a new flame to kindle thine anger; thou haft a plen:t. 
full Catalogue of prefidents in thine owne Bloud, 
reade them ouer and ouer ; and u hen this great Sub- 


comely and invincible Body; be thou the proſperous 
and {ucceſſctull Foote, which in deſpite of all oppeſt- 
tions, (hall march forward and bring the reſt ro the 
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ſtance of Martaill reſolutions ſhall bee brought to a 


long wiſht for Palatzwate. Doe this proſperouſly,doe 


this bouldly, for I preſage ic isa worke to which God 
hath called thee, and Angels will clap their wings 
when they {cet effected. ” 

Vhen (O Briutarne) thou haſt read theſe foure 
Chronicles to thy younger Schollers ; if thou findeſt 
any heauie or vnapt for Noble Action ; eſpecially, 
where youth and abilitie of body hath giuen incou- 
ragement of better hopes, then point them aur theſe
